5p ar ks from Y r - Mark 

As most of you know, I have been working on my Doctorate of 
Ministry in Preaching from Aquinas Institute of Theology in St. Louis, 
Missouri, which is a Dominican School of Theology. I am a lifelong learner 
at heart and going back to school has challenged me both academically and 
spiritually. Which in the end, has been good for my soul. 

I thoroughly enjoyed the six foundational courses that looked at the 
Theology of Preaching, Biblical Hermeneutics and Preaching, History and 
Preaching, Liturgy and Preaching and two core homiletics courses. In 
addition, I took two elective courses, one at Notre Dame with Fr. John 
Mello and the other at the University of St. Thomas with Fr. Michael 
Joncas. 

After I finished all of my coursework, my original plan was to write my 
thesis on preaching the Rites of Christian Initiation of Adults (RICA). 
However, my real passion is exploring the contemplative dimension of the 
gospel through the practice of Lectio Divina and Visio Divina. 

My advisor, Ann Garrido, encouraged me to follow my heart, and 
so at the last minute, I decided to switch the direction of my thesis from 
preaching Rites of RCIA to incorporating Visio Divina into preaching 
preparation. 

As you recall last February through June, once a month, I preached 
using a piece of sacred art as a way for us to not only to hear the gospel, 
but to see the gospel. Visio Divina is rooted on the Church's ancient practice 
of Lectio Divina. Scripturally, we get a sense of Visio Divina from Simeon's 
encounter of the Christ child in Luke's gospel. "Now, Master, you may let 
your servant go in peace, according to your word, for my eyes have seen 
your salvation, which you prepared in sight of all the peoples, a light for 
revelation to the Gentiles, and glory for your people Israel." (Luke 2: .29- 
32, New American Bible) 

I am getting closer to finishing my thesis. However, with the 
busyness of parish life I am finding it difficult to find the time to do it 
justice. In visiting with Ann Garrido and Fr. Steve Biegler, they both 
agreed; if I could step away from parish life and focus on writing without 
all the distractions and interruptions, I would be able to make my March 1 
deadline. Father Steve said if I could find coverage for the parish, he 
would give me permission to go to St. Louis to finish writing my thesis. 

Much to my surprise, I was able to find coverage. At this point, my 
plan is to leave January 12 and return the first week of March. I am 
grateful for this opportunity. I want to thank all of you in the parish for 
your support and encouragement. 

In a special way, I wanted to thank Bishop Cupich, the Diocesan 
Consultors, Rose Williamson, Mary Coffin, Steve and Sue Colgan, and all 
those who participated in the five preaching cases last spring. Without all 
of your help, I would not be where I am at today. 

In the coming weeks I will share more with you about the different 
priests you will encounter while I am in St. Louis writing. Let us keep one 
another in prayer.
